Philippines, Singapore, Ma¬ 
laya Under Attack. Stirring 
News.Along Russian Front. 
Britain Organizing Raiding 
Troops 

Favorable features of this week’s 
war news are increasing dissension 
reported between Hitler and his gen¬ 
erals on the Russian front; intensified 
Russian success in the Crimea and 
other sections of German occupation; 
.spirited action of U.S. army bofnbers 
in battering ; 3ap attackers in the 
Philippines; continued'success in the 
Libyan front, a greater confidence in 
the Singapore area; proposed with¬ 
drawal of Finland from hostilities, 
and development of crack raiding 
troops in Britain. It is believed that 
-pecially selected Canadian troops are- 
sharing in the raiding expeditions un¬ 
der way from- Britain, aimed chiefly 
at the Norwegian front. Little detail is 
yet available respecting the action of 
the raiders, but invasion of German- 
occupied Norway may be a part of the 
program. It is said that Nazi military 
are returning to Norway in view of 
the new threat. For some time Cana¬ 
dian officers have been taking Com¬ 
mando training in preparation for in¬ 
vasion tactics. The Calgary High¬ 
landers have been included in special 
ourses for this purpose. 

Anthony Eden, returning from Rus¬ 
sia, has eye witness leports of the sit¬ 
uation on the Soviet front, and the 
suffering of the Nazis in the sub-zero 
weather. He talked with young Ger¬ 
mans whose inadequate clothing was 
much inferior to that of the Russians, 
rhey said that their clothing was typi- 
al of the general German issue along 
the front. Hitler’s Storm Troopers 
however, have a superior type of 
clothing. - The young lads paralyzed

Ws have no dispoaitioo to find fault with Mr. Roosevelt's, 
attitude toward the invasion of St. Pirn aad Miquelon, Te 
mm had been entrusted the task of keeping the Petain gov¬ 
ernment from making further surtaodrti to ti>s Germans 
and he naturally waa annoyed when, without his knowledge 
an incident took place calculated to impair his influence. 
Even the Canadian government did not know it was to take 
place, although there waa a hint of aoma news of import¬ 
ance which was to break soon foreshadowed by a confer¬ 
ence between the Free French Admiral aad Naval Minister 
Angus McDonald whose pictures appeared together in 
some papers at that time. 

The Ottawa government could not countenance any such 
attack on islands claimed by Vichy, lake the American gov¬ 
ernment, Canada still recognize* the Petain administration 
as the government de facto and de jure <4 France, but Bri¬ 
tain has no such connection. Her “recognition" is reserved 
for General de Gaulle, the leader of the Free.French, but 
there is no evidence that she waa a party to the invasion. It 
is likely that those who originated the enterprise purposely 
avoided informing the interested governments preferring 
rather to do good by stealth and pr e s e n t them with un fait 
accompli and there it ought to rest Since only ton persons 
in tne islands, probably all quislings, voted against the oc- 

cu P ation - ' 


When Mr. Ring said ha had “much 
hopes" of getting Mr. Churchill to 
come, he no doubt had in mind that 
the British Premier would say some¬ 
thing to silence the military and jour¬ 
nalistic critics who were trying to 
prod him into a quickened pace. Mr. 
C hu rchin obliged in fuM measure, 
p r e u sed down and running over. Thoee 
critics heard him use the word “mag¬ 
nificent.’’ What greater praise could 
he give than that? If that does not 
increase his complacency it at least 
blunts the prods that were goading 
Mm. Mr. Churchill even compared it 
with Canada’s record in the last war 
to the latter’s disadvantage. It waa 
ungenerous and it was also unjust, 
unless the two are answered in term* 
of dollars and in production of engines 
not used in the last war. Besides, we 
have several million more people to 
draw from this time. 

It would be worth the price of ad¬ 
mission to watch Mr. Churchill and 
Mr. Roosevelt when Mr. King is ex¬ 
plaining to them that for Canadians 
voluntary enlistment is all that is 
necessary for service overseas but that 
conscription is needed to get our fel¬ 
lows to fight at home.

Grand Alliance 


But with all the records of history as a warning, Hit¬ 
ler made his boastful and audacious drive on the formid¬ 
able Russian bear. Nature has proved a dependable 
ally, accomplishing what legions of man might not have 

accomplished. 


T>RIME Minister Churchill has an invigorating influ- 
ence which is felt by all within range of his voice. 
He is probably the present world master of simple, 
forceful language and inflexion. His journey to Wash¬ 
ington and Ottawa has been stimulating to all peoples 
of the north American continent. 

But this momentous trip has had much more practi¬ 
cal result than the exchange of suavities and messages 
of hope. From it are evolving plans of campaign which 
will unfold as the war develops. From it has evolved 
also the binding alliance embodied in the Atlantic char¬ 
ter. A joint declaration at Washington, endorsing the 
eightipoint Atlantic ch&rter, is now signed by 26 nations 
arrayed against the Axis. 

The signing began propitiously on New Year’s day 
and was completed on January 3, when representatives 
of many countries affixed their signatures. 

This brings into one solid alliance, the great majority 
of the people of the world. First signatories were 
Prime Minister Churchill for Britain, President Roose¬ 
velt for United States, and Leighton McCarthy for Can¬ 
ada. Other nations signing were Russia, China, the 
Netherlands, Australia, New Zealand, South Africa, In¬ 
dia, Belgium, Czechoslovakia, Greece, Norway, Luxem¬ 
bourg, Yugoslavia, Poland and the Latin American 
countries of Panama, Nicaragua, Honduras, Guante- 
mula, Haiti, El Salvador, Cuba, Costa Rica, the Domin¬ 
ican republic. z 

This sets the seal to a document which expresses the 
faith of freedom-loving nations. It pledges each gov¬ 
ernment to employ its full resources military or econom¬ 
ic, against the combination of Germany, Italy and Jap¬ 
an. It pledges each country not to make a separate 
peace. 

An important phase of the declaration was Russia’s 
participation in the principle of religious freedom. 

Although of immense importance even its its early 
stages, it is expected that this grand alliance will devel¬ 
op further in clarification of purpose and in signers. It 
is expected to produce a unified War policy, and be a vi¬ 
tal influence as a basis of peace. 

Of necessity, owing to the number of associated na¬ 
tions, and the different relations in which they stand to 
the Axis powers, the declaration is not as clear cut and 
compact as it would be with fewer signers. For ex¬ 
ample, Russia is not yet at war with Japan but is at war 
with Germany and Italy. Some nations are vigorously 
at war with Japan and only passively so with Germany. 
The purpose of the Grand Alliance was to frame the 
terms in such a way that all contributing nations could 
sign it. 

Already it has had an impressive influence and may 
in time influence now neutral nations to join the allied 
nations. 


over snow-covered battlegrounds. Auxiliary forces, al¬ 
so victims of the sub-zero weather, cannot keep food, 
hospitals, medical care, equipment, moving in relation 
to the needs of the army. Many lives are being lost, 
many men maimed for life, who might under other cir¬ 
cumstances be cared for and restored. Bitterest of all, 
it may be, is the knowledge that the Germans in their 
advance in Sep t ember and October, d e st royed the vil¬ 
lages, the hospitals and all the means which might have 
meant life to them in their retreat. There is chaos 
through their own doing. 

Although the present rout may b# halted, it will still 
hamper German spring effort in loss of men and mater¬ 
ial. Coupled with winter defeat will be the hideous tale 
of sufferings on the Russian front which will inevitably 
spread through German families leaving bittemeas and 
doubt. 
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Com Growing in Alberta < 


Fighting in Forty Below 


IT is much easier for Canadians to envision the hard¬ 
ships experienced along the Russian front, than 
the condition under which.war is being fought in Ma¬ 
laya for example. We know the paralyzing effect of cold 
and what it can do to the physique and morale of men 
unprepared, but we have no personal familiarity with 
tropical conditions, and the peculiar hazards and Influ¬ 
ences at work in hot countries. 

One would judge from reports coming from the Rus¬ 
sian front, that a proportion of the German forces were 
thinly clad, and poorly fed, unprepared for the searing 
bite of the 40 below zero weather. Further reports that 
they fled enmasse before the attackers are quite cred¬ 
ible. Men must be brave indeed to resist under the blood 
chilling hand of the Arctic temperature. Nothing could 
so quickly chill the zest for war and onslaught. The 
Russians, properly clothed and at home in the rigorous 
air, can press home their advantage as they have been 
doing so irresistibly. 

There are tales of horror from the Russian steppes— 
tale* of frozen limbs and gangrene, and bodies strewn 


FT is predicted that there will be a shortage of feed 

1 grain in Alberta before next year’s crop. In view 
of the greatly stepped-up livestock production on west¬ 
ern farms, experiments in com growing are becoming 
of increasing importance. It is said that a very success¬ 
ful corn-growing program was carried out last season 
in the vicinity of Lethbridge. The season was favor¬ 
able, returns were good and the yield has proved profit¬ 
able and nutritious. Southern Manitoba has been ex¬ 
perimenting for some years, with a success that makes 
a few acres of com, a dependable part of farm opera¬ 
tion on an increasing number of farms. 

There is no assurance given that the growing season 
is long enough to mature com in the foothill area west 
of the railway track, but farther eastward it might be 
worthwhile to try what might be done with this type of 
fodder crop. 

So far western experiments have not advanced to the 
oom ailos which are a part of farm set-up in eastern 
parts, but it is possible that stage may come if com be¬ 
comes a recognized success in the dry belts, and if the 
demand for livestock keeps us as it ia likely to do for 
some years at least. 

At any rate the new developments have interested 
farm people in the south-east section oi the province, 
where dry years are the rule. Ranchers also are at¬ 
tracted to this new use to which land is being put. As 
ranch herds increase, the requirements in farm feeding 
will expand, and there is no question of market if the 
com can be successfully grown. *

Get behind the Salvage Campaign 


Salvage is Vital 
Save All Scraps 

An intensive appeal is being made 
for salvage of all Torts, scrap metals, 
rags, papers, bones, etc. 

Salvaged paper is used by some fine 
paper mills and all board mills. Part 
is reworked into .fine paper, but the 
greater part is made into stock for 
cartons and corrugated boxes. There 
s a tremendous demand for these to 
i arry supplies overseas. These do not 
come back, and are a dead loas from 
this end. There is a great shortage in 
Canada unless the mills use new pulp 
taken from the general pulp market. 
This is undesirable and unnecessary if 
the public co-operates by saving waste 
paper. 

Every ton of new pulp saved means 
releasing of forest labor, coal, chemi¬ 
cals and power to war industry. If 
sufficie.it old paper is salvaged, it may 
release greater pulp for export to U. 
S.A. 

Prom every viewpoint it is appar¬ 
ent that the salvage of paper is vital 
to war industry in general, and to 
printing in particular. 

Similarly there is great call for 
rags, bones, scrap metals and every¬ 
thing of this nature that may be re¬ 
processed.

For the next two or three months 
we shall all be thinking about seed. 
Farmers will first decide what acre¬ 
age must be devoted to wheat, coarse 
grains, com, grass, clovers, roots, etc. 
Then a decision respecting the most 
suitable variety of each crop must be 
made.'Then, if new seed is necessary, 
will commercial seed do, or should 
registered or certified stocks be se¬ 
cured and how much? 

One of the best ways to obtain 
and to give Ideas on these problems is 
to attend the Provincial Seed Fair. 

The Alberta Seed Fair will be held 
In Edmonton on January 21st and 
22nd, and an Agricultural Short 
Course will be held In conjunction 
therewith. 

University Farm Week has become 
one of the most important agricul¬ 
tural gatherings in Saskatchewan. 
This year It will be held, as usual, at 
the University during the period 
January 13-16. Besides the Seed Fair, 
other Important events Included in 
Farm Week will be annual meetings 
of the CS.G.A. (Saskatchewan 
branch), the Saskatchewan Field 
Husbandry Association and the Sas¬ 
katchewan Agricultural Societies 
Association. 

It Is anticipated that the Mani¬ 
toba Provincial Seed Fair and 8hort 
Course will be held as usual, but the 
date has not yet been set. 

This year, again, the Agricultural 
Department of The North-West Line 
Elevators Association will erect an 
educational exhibit at Provincial 
Seed Fairs. The clilef factors con¬ 
cerned in grading seed will be Illus¬ 
trated, and. germinating seeds and 
magnified weed seeds will be on 
display.
